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MGF"' W ORK FOR VICE PRESIDENTS. 


As a result of the tremendous growth of 
the county, a president of the United States 
now has a great deal more work to do than 
can safely be undetaken by any one man. 
At the same time, it is a fact of common 
knowledge that a vice president of the 
UnitedStates has a comparatively light bur­ 
den of work placed 
upon 
him. Senator 
Edge of New Jersey suggests that herein 
lies the logical means of solving the prob­ 
lem brought so dramatically to the front 
by the collapse of President Harding under 
the unendurable weight of his labors and 
responsibilities. 
Senator Edge 
would re­ 
lieve the overburdened president by turn­ 
ing over some of his functions to the under­ 
burdened vice president. Says he: 
“With all due regad and reverence 
for the office of vice president, it has 
today less constitutional responsibility 
than any other high office of the gov­ 
ernment, or any member of congress. 
The vice president only presides over 
the deliberations of the senate and 
even divides that task with a president 
pro tempore, elected by the senators, 
and other senators called frequently to 
the chair. He is not a member of any 
committee, and his duties begin and 
end with the above.'* 
The New Jersey senator seems to have 
thought out his plan in considerable detail. 
He specifies the particular functions of the 
president winch he thinks should be trans­ 
ferred to the vice president. 
He would 
have the latter made the “financial officer 
of the government” to whom the budget 
bureau and department heads, and even 
cabinet offices wrould come to discuss the 
financial affairs 
of the government and 
their departments. As matters now stand, 
Mr. Edge points out, the budget system, a 
great improvement in other respects, has 
had the undesirable 
effect 
of adding a 
great and continuous burden to that al­ 
ready borne by the president. “No impor­ 
tant decision,” he says, 
“is macle 
until 
passed on by the president and every pro­ 
posed change is more or less brought to his 
attention. 
No one but the president him­ 
self knowns how many hours of his time are 
given under the present system to confer­ 
ences with cabinet officers, budget officers, 
and even heads of minor departments on 
the subject of enlarging, curtailing, consoli­ 
dating or separating depatmental w ork.” 
Senator Edge believes that “by a simple 
amendment” all this detail could be passed 
along to the vice president without detri­ 
ment to the public welfare, but, on the con­ 
tra s , to its very great benefit. 
At first 
glance, at any rate, his plan sounds logical 
and practical and it has the merit of being 
definite and specific. The Brown commis- 
iion on reorganization of the executive de­ 
partments has framed 
recommendations 
laving the same object in view, but the 
public is not familiar with these in detail 
md is not in a position to compare them 
lith Senator Edge's suggestion. Action 
d some sort is plainly necessary, but of 
:ourse, the method to be followed should be 
he subject of the most careful considera- 
ion. 
Meanwhile the proposal to put the 
ice president to work as a means of light­ 
ning' the labors of the president will ap­ 
neal to the public.

AS TO SINGLE PRESIDENTIAL TERMS. 
Senator Cummins, who is president pro 
tempore of the senate, takes occasion to re-

ENDING THE IMPASSE W ITH MEXICO. 
From the St. Louis Star. 
The United States ought to recognize 
Mexico, and stand not on the order of its 
recognition.. Therefore, 
whatever agree­ 
ment may have been reached by the Ameri­ 
can and Mexican joint commission, it is suf­ 
ficient reason for closing the matter up. 
A government as well established as that 
of President Obregon is entited to uncondi­ 
tional recognition, with the details of rela­ 
tionship wrorked out afterward. If, at any 
time, Mexico behaved unjustly towards the 
United States, this country could institute 
diplomatic or other reprisals, irrespective 
of the act of recognition. 
After all the controversy, however, it is 
an agreeable fact that a commission chosen 
from the two countries should find a com­ 
mon basis of understanding. If the agree­ 
ment commends itself to both countries, 
and is accepted without cavil, it will in it­ 
self diminish the ill-feeling caused by the 
long continued, 
perverse 
course of the 
United States. 
In the United States, diplomatic recogni­ 
tion is the privilege of the president alone. 
Therefore the agreement will not have to 
run the gauntlet of the senate, and will not 
create a new band of senatorial “irrecon- 
cilables.” Those w’ho have blocked Mexi­ 
can recognition in the past scarcely know 
the difference between “recognition” and 
“annexation.” Once the exchange of min­ 
isters is made, Mexico will have an oppor­ 
tunity to establish its complete independ­ 
ence of the overlordship w’hich has been as­ 
serted from Washington during the past 
few' years. This can be done, not by antago­ 
nizing the United States, but by maintain­ 
ing order and keeping financial obligations 
within narrow bounds. 
Recognition is held to be essential to 
Mexican credit, but if Obregon is wise, he 
will not give any New York bankers an op­ 
portunity to call on Washington to assist in 
collecting principal or interest. A man, or 
a w’eak nation, is independant only when 
free of debt.

save agriculture from an “impending ca­ 
lam ity” by way of creating a government 
m arketing 
agency. 
Senator 
Couzens of 
Michigan sees a w ay out through govern­ 
ment regulation of the produce exchanges 
to eliminate gam bling in foodstuffs. Editor 
W illiam Allen W hite of Kansas says that 
the basic trouble with the western farmer 
is transportation, as it has 
been 
for 40 
years— “we are overloaded 
with 
freight 
rates.” Finally comes ex-Secretary of Agri­ 
culture E. T. Meredith in one day’s run of 
news on this particular subject with the 
finding that the situation is not as bad as 
represented— is bad chiefly for the farmer 
who grows only wheat. 
Many voices, almost as many diagnoses 
of the case and just as many remedies. Still 
there is hope for the patient. 
W e notice 
that even Senator Brookhart is becoming 
less positive in regard to the more separate 
remedies proposed. 
A government farm- 
m arketing agency is now presented as only 
a temporary measure of relief. Permanent 
cures are to be found rather in cooperative 
control of production and marketing among 
the farmers themselves. 
This would be getting somewhere. 
By 
all means, therefore, let the discussion go 
on freely and openly. 
It is bound to be­ 
come less discursive under such conditions 
and more concentrated on a few specific 


three of the seven points laid down by Mr. 
Hughes, Mr. Morgenthau says:

does Mr. Morgenthau an injustice, but it is 
unfortunate none the less, and it should be j 
coerected. 
lf the treaty is a bad one— especially, if 
it is inhum ane and unworthy of the United 
States because it leaves helpless peoples to 
the mercy of the 
Turks— the 
democrats 
should expose the fact and i f is possible 
that they should withhold ratification. But

X X 7H ERE mushrooms are plenti- 
v ful 
they 
may 
be 
canned, 
pickled or made into catsup, which 
will make a most delicious flavor 
for sauces, gravies and salads dur­ 
ing the winter. 
Mushroom 
Catsup.—Wipe 
the 
freshly-gathered 
mushrooms; 
if 
perfectly clean they are much bet­ 
ter If not washed. 
Put in layers 
into a stone crock with a sprinkling 
of salt. 
Cover with cloth folded 
to keep out the dust and let stand 
in a warm place for 24 hours. Put 
into a colander to drain off tile 
salt and dash over them cold wa­ 
ter to rinse. 
Put the mushrooms 
through a coarse sieve and to ev­ 
ery quart of the liquor add an 
ounce of peppercorns, and simmer 
for 30 minutes. 
Then add one- 
fourth of on ounce of whole au­ 
spice, one-half ounce of sliced gan­ 
ger root, one dozen whole cloves, 
three blades of mace, and cook lo 
minutes. 
Put into small bottles, 
cork and dip into sealing wax or 
paraffin. 
Company 
Sweet 
Pickles.—Take 
one pound each of candied cherries. 
a layer of raisins, left In dusters 
of two or three on the stem, six 
dozen of tiny cucumbers. 
Put a 
quart of the best cider vinegar Into 
a porcelain-lined kettle, add one 
pound of granulated sugar and boll 
to a sirup, with two teaspoonfuls 
each cf nutmeg and white pepper, 
one teaspoonful of mace aud one- 
half teaspoonful of ground cloves. 
Bring the sirup to a boil, then add 
the 
cherries; 
when 
they 
are 
plumped, remove with a skimmer 
and add the raisins. As soon as the 
raisins are plump,, skim them out 
and add the cucumbers. When boil­ 
ing, cook two minutes; they should 
he tender but not soft. 
Fill glass 
jars with the cucumbers in layers 
with the cherries and raisins. Pour 
over the sirup boiling hot and seal. 
Pepper Jam.—AYipe, remove the 
reeds from six sweet red peppers. 
Put 
through 
the 
food 
chopper, 
sprinkle with salt and let stand 
for three hours. 
Drain, rinse In 
cold water and put into a sauce­ 
pan. Add one and one-half cupfuls 
of sugar, one cupful of vinegar, and 
boil all together until of the con­ 
sistency of jam.

September I, more than 25,000,000 
net tons of domestic sizes of an­

supply, representing shipments from 
April I. to August 31 is over seven 
million tons more than was distri­ 
buted by December 31, last yetr, and 
only about 17,000,000 tons less than 
the average supply on December 31 
of the three years previously to the 
strike year. 
“ Any complete stoppage of an- 
thractie mining on September I 
would thus involve a deficit of 17, 
000,000 tons of domestic sizes to be 
made up before the end of December 
or a million tons a week.

LONDON, Aug. 24.—All except a 
few* bars of the thirty million dollars 
vrorth of gold bullion which dropped 
to the ocean bed when a German sub­ 
marine sank the Laurontic off Done­ 
gal, Ireland, have been recovered by 
divers who since 1918 have been car­ 
rying on their labors ninety feet be­ 
low the surface of the sea. The thirty 
bars remaining in the wreck, it is ex­ 
pected, will ba brought up within a 
fortnight. 
In addition to the gold which was 
consigned to American bankers, the 
Laurentic was laden with almost five 
million dollars in silver specie mostly 
in two shilling pieces, all of which 
has been salvaged by the divers. 
In the first years of the operation 
the divers sent up the treasure in the 
boxes in w*hich they found them but 
later those w’ocden chests rotted and 
the bars have since been salavaged 
separately. 
The work of the divers, never ver^ 
easy or safe, has been made harder 
by the activities of the hungry dog 
fish which seem to think that they 
are the watch dogs of the wreck. 
Each diver carries with him when he 
goes below* a large knife as a protec­ 
tion against any fish that gets too 
bold. 
Each man receives a thirty- 
second part of the treasure he re­ 
covers.
